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THE COPPIE OF A 


Letter ſent into England by a 
Gentleman from the Towne 
of Saint Denis in France. 


Wherein ĩs truely ſet forth the good ſucceſſe 
ofthe Kings Maieſties forces againſt 
the Leaguers and the Prince 
of Parmas power. 


With the taking of a Conuoy of Uictuals ſent by the 
enemie to ſuccour Paris: 4nd the grieuous 


eftate of the ſaud Citie at this preſent. 


Fter that the PzinceofPar- 
ma was come into the domi⸗ 
nions of France, he ſought 
oppoꝛtunitie where he might 
beſt plant himſclfe and his ar⸗ 
mie in ſafetie meaning by po⸗ 
licie firſt to ſettle himſelfe in 
ſome part of the Kings regi⸗ 
ment, and to come with ſuch 
fozce as vppon ſodaine the 
king could not remoue , ex⸗ 
eepf he ſhould raiſe his lege f om befoze Paris,and then to 
make warre vpon bim, which were greatly to the kinges 
hinderance, and the great aduantage of the enemie, fo; 
while the king had bin making warre vpon him, the Lea⸗ 
guers might hane had the * to haue Wenge - 
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freſh men and vicknall to haue comfozted that Cite, which 
is in wonderkull diſtreſſe, and the famine ſo gricuons a⸗ 
mong them, as it was neuer greater at the ſiege of Jeruſa⸗ 
lem. The true eſtate whereok is in moſt lamentable ſoꝛte 

iſcourſed in the latter end or this Letter. But the king 
whcle magnanimitie is knowen and founde ſufficient 
thꝛoughont the kingdome of France, perceiuing the intent 
and policie of the pꝛince of Parma, neither meant to rayſe 
bis ſiege from the Citie of paris, noz to ſuffer that parte of 
ricardic tobe bnfarniſhed foz the pꝛinces welcome. Foz ha⸗ 
uing planted that notable warriour Monſicur de la Nowe, 
his pꝛincipall lieftenant foz thoſe partes, being a man kno⸗ 
Hen to be both politike and wile, and foz martiall affaires 
\c:2nd and appꝛoued to be one of the beſt in al France, This 
Monſieur de la Now hearing of the pꝛinces policie, wha 
came thither with xx. thoulande men, dinided them into 
th:& parts, and purpoſed that one part ſhould goe vnto the 
towne of Lanie, being in number th2& thouſand, other fing 
thouſand ſhoulv depart another waie foz the ſuccour of the 
Leaguers,and to cnlarge the armie of the Duke de Maine, 
The reſt be determined ſhould ſtaie with his owne perſon, 
whom he ſ@med at the firſt to conduct backe again towards 
Bꝛuſſels, but on a ſodaine toke another wate, and paſſev 
with bis power towards Artopes, where with great policte 
he is planted, yet far inough fo2 doing any great harm, foz 
he is ten leagues from the king, and hath infrenched him 
ſelfe within a wod, where he lieth verie ſtrõg. Thus hauing 
diſpearted his armie into the partes, he appointed men of 
great experience to be leaders ofthem, ſo that Monſicur la 
Now aduiſed againſt whether of the armies hee were to 
iopne his foꝛtes, ſohe caſt about : met with the fine thou⸗ 
ſand who were marching to iopne with the fozces cf du 
Maine, and thereby to make him and the Leaguers moze 
flranger,againft whom he had ſuch god ſucceſſe, that he diſ⸗ 
comfited the greater part who eſcaped by flight, but many 
of them came ſhozt home. And while la Now and his fozces 
were 
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were thus buſted, the other th2e& thouſand went fo afowne 
called Lanie, where making ſome ſhew of battel,, e gouer- 
nour thereof{as it is ſapd)had befoze ſolve it to tue p2ince, 
and ſodainly he peelded it, wherupon the ſoldiers who were 
Spantards iſſued in and moll cruelly put the inhabitants 
thereof to the ſwo2d,and foz certaintie thoſe butcherly go⸗ 
uernours and ſouldiers not there with ſatiſſied did cut and 
mangle the dead carcaſes into peces, Which when it came 
to the eares of the king, he was verie ſozrowfull, : wzote 
vnto his gouernour and foꝛtes in thoſe parts commanding 
them to reuenge that bloudie ac, wherein they ouerſlipped 
no fit occaſion foz perfozming of the kings commandement, 
So that within few daies, notwithſtandiig that they had 
ſtrongly entrenched themſelues, c ſcated a ſufficient garri⸗ 
ſon therein, with the loſſe of a few men the ſaid towne was 
recouered,and thoſe in the towne together with the ſatd ſol⸗ 
diers recompenced with the like rigour. Which doubtleiſe 
was but the iuſt iudgement of God vppon them, yea, the 
Captaine who at the firſt had betraicd the ſayde towne and 
ſolde it foz apeece of monie, was at the reteit of the ſaid mo- 
nie ſtabbed in with a dagger by a common ſouldter, who a- 
mong them reuelled away bis Spaniſh reals, which he was 
receiuing fo2 his reward, euen as wickedly as be had pur⸗ 
thaſed the ſame. Thus may we ſ& how the iuſt iudgement 
of God lighteth vpon ſach wicked bloud ſuckers.4 although 
they area ſmall time pꝛeſerued from it, yet in the ende it 
liabteth on their owne heads fo their vtter confugton. The 
pꝛinte of parma hauing thus ſetled himſelfe and diuided his 
foꝛces, he pꝛepared to ſend a Conuoie of victuall to relieue 
the Citie of varis: There were furniſhed foz this Conuoie 
fine hundꝛeth wagons laden with victuals,namely beefe(a 
meate litt le vſed among the French) with mutton, and ſun⸗ 
dꝛie ſoꝛtes offiſh both ſalt and freſh, with meale and toꝛne 
bnground. There was alſo in the ſame twentie hundzeth 
duſſen of bꝛead all readie baked, becauſe ofthe great want 
of thoſe in the Citie, who were in ſuch caſe as they woulde 
willin g⸗

willingly baue eaten the ſame rawe,and the meale 4 rozne 
vnbaked, rather than they would haue ſtaio the dꝛeſſing oz 
baking thereof,ſo grieueus and extreame is their pzeſent 
famine,as after moꝛe at large appeareth. A he kings mates 
ſtie hauing intelligence by bis eſpials of this Conuoie, and 
that ſuch pꝛouiſion was comming from thr pzince towards 
paris, he determined with al policie and fozce to pꝛeuent the 
ſame, leaſt the rebellious Cities ſhoulde take courage vnto 


them, and thereby conceine to haue ſome great reſiſtance by | 


meanes of the enemies to the eſtate roiall, and ſo fake occa- 
ion to triumph the moze, This conuoie of victual, as J ſaid 
beſoꝛe, being ſent towardes paris, came peateably within 
foure oꝛ fine leagues of the plate, being garded with a ſuffi- 
cient band ot men, whereof the king hauing not onelp intel⸗ 
ligence, but alſo of a Captaine which iſſued foꝛth of the ci⸗ 
tie of varis, who with fifteene hundzed men went to mete 
and receine the ſaid Conuoie of vicuals, ſent fozth pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly dinerſe of his companies vnder the conduct of the Earle 
Chaſtilion, who pzactiſed not onely to intertept their paſs 
ſage,but alſo their returning back againe, in which ſeruice 
tbe kings faithfull ſubjects ſo couragiouſly behaued them- 
ſelnes,that in ſhoꝛt time they had their deſire, foz on a ſo- 
daine being in a readines,they had a ſight of the ſaid wag⸗ 
gons whom in ſhozt ſpace they toke,and ſlew all thoſe ſoul- 
diers that came with the ſaid Conuote to defend the ſame, 
made ſo hot an aſſault vpon the ſouldiers which iſſued ſozth 
of paris, that they were al taken and ſlain with the loſſe of a 
few of the kings ſouldiers. The pzinces fozces vnderſtan⸗ 
ding by their ſcoutes what had happened, durſt not come 
on noꝛ appꝛoch to reſiſt the kings fozces, while they were in 
fight with the Conuoie, whereof the valiant Chaſtilion ha⸗ 
ning intelligence, venturoullie ſet fozward, and with the 
kings fozces made towards them, and after a fierce and vas 
liant aſſalt made by them vpon the enemie, who at the firlk 
gaue a verie ſfrong and ſtout reſiſtance, they were all put fo 


p ſwoꝛd, ſauing ſome few who eſcaped by flight, —

25 Thus with great ioy the laid Conuoie was bzought 
into the ſaid towne of Saint Denis, the value whereof is 


by common eſtimation thirty thouſand pounds and better, 
being ſo much vicnail as they could inxeaſanable ſozt po 
uide fo2 them in ther moneths. 


But fo ſone as the Parifiansbeard of this newes, they 
were wonder ous ſozrowfull,and were filled with ſo great 
heuines that they reſted out of all hope to liue ta ſi the day 
when any ſuccour can be ſent them by the enemy: and are 
at this pꝛeſent perſuaded, that all that euer the Paince of 
Parma can do foz their reliefe, is but to linger in that place 
where he is, and ſo to weary the king by detracting of time 
as he did in the low Countries, when he came thither firlk, 

Since this diſcomfozture of the enemꝑ, the Dutches of 
Guize, the Dulches of Maine, Le Cheuallier de Aumale, and 
diuers other of the chiefeof the Leaguers haue diſguiſed 
themſelues in ſimple attire and therby ſecretly iſſued fozth 
of the ſaid Citie : by meanes wherafthey are ſecretly eſca⸗ 
ped, being not gbipavy longer to-endure the vnſpeakeable 
famine that ia in the cam; fo2 the Laumce⸗knigbtes euen 
againſt nature andreaſon are thzongh the extreme famine 
conftrained fo eate their.owne naturall childzen.

ons Nobillifie openly to confeſſe,and from their heartes to 
think, that he was a king of wonderfull verfnous and mer⸗ 
cifall diſpoſition, and wold gladly haue pielded themſelues, 
if their repentance might any way haue pacifted the kings 
diſpleaſure, but foz as much as they did all know, that the 
king who is and euer hath bien a true falfiller of his woꝛd 
and pꝛomiſe, hath made an othe, that none of the conſpira- 
fo2s of the detsaſed kings death ſhall-eſcape and remains 
pardonabls , birfthat he will be reuenged of them fo their 
vnnaturall treaſon, and that nothing but their tines ſhall 
patiſie tbeir hainous-murther committed: and in reſpect

He Kings Paieſtie, ha- 
uing often heard of the 
great famine and miſe⸗ 
rable calamitie, where 
into the obſtinat e part- 
ſtans had wilfully plun⸗ 
ged themſelues, onely 
| th2ough the perſuaſids 
| of the chefeſt of the lea⸗ 
— * auers fide, being fo2 the 
molt part of the Cleargy, And albeit the extremitie 
were great, where into they were fallen, pet the re⸗ 
poꝛt of the increaled miſery, ſince that time hath ſoun- 
ded ſo lamentable in his ropall eares, and amongff 
all the reſt of his pzincely and honoꝛable traine, that 
the remembzance thereof will not eaſily paſſe oz bee 
raced out of minde : the certaine truth whereof, is as 
followeth.

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After the king had entred ©. Denis, as yon beard 
long ſince with all his power, and that he was in full 
poſloſlion thereof, there iſſued out᷑ of earris diners and 
ſundzy times many pwze creatures, reſembling ra- 
ther the Anotamies of death, then people poſſeſſed 
with life, ſo ſoꝛe were they waſted with famine, and 
conſumed thzongh ertreame hunger, that excepting 
the ſkinne; there was nothing left to coder their fee⸗ 
ble bones. So that it pzeuailed nothing to be yong 02 
bewtifull in this caſe,02 to boaſt of health , oz to haue 
heapes of gold, toꝛ their ſlomackes deſired that, which 


foz golde noz ſiluer could bee gotten, yea their verie 
harts failed them foz want ofneceſſary nouriſhment, 


wherupon they became careleſſe of life,deſiring death 
oz ſpeedie deliuerie from this their miſerable eſtate, 
that they might no longer behold with their eyes, no; 
heare with their eares, the bitter cries of their ſtar⸗ 
ued childzen, and the wonverfall 


friends and kindzed, which lo; want or fwd vaily died 


within that populous and great Citie. Neſolued ther⸗ 


foze to finiſh their dolefull da yes, oꝛ to finde reliefe foz 


maintenance of their loathed lines, with leaue of the 
cruell gouernours they iſſued (as I ſaid befo2e) out 
of the Citie , and pzeſenting them ſelues befoze the 
kings ſouldicrs,fel downe at their ft, y&lding them 
ſelues to the kings mercy, about the number of a 
ſcoze at a time, men, women and chilvzen,who being 
b:ought incontinent befoze his roial mateftie,fofon? 


as they entered his ſight, with bitter teares frickling 


downe their chekes they pꝛoſtrated themſelues at 
bis fete, and as loude as their fable voices wonlde 
ſerue,tbey cried, Viue le Roy, God ſane the king. Bis

ſawe with his eies and conceiued in his heart, wo

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infollerable famiſhment the obſtinate Citie had alre⸗ 
die endured, but hauing a deſire to learne further of 
the ſtate thereof, after he had wel viewed the perſons 
of theſe miſerable men, he demanded of them the in- 
tent of their comming. Wherevppon they returned 
this anſwere, that fozaſmnch as they were not able 
anie longer to indure the grienous famine wherein- 
to they were bzought by the long and deſerued ſiege 
which bis Maieſtie mainteined about their Citp, and 
being bꝛought ſo low, that the gouernours could not 
by reaſon of their weaknes imploie them in any ſer- 
nice,they had fre liberty to depart the Citie if ſo they 
thought it conuenient:as being people that were like 
ly with many moze in the Citie, to cauſe an infection 
to ariſe by means of ſicknes among the reſt of the ins 
habitants, wherefo2e,ſayd they, moſt noble and vic⸗ 
toꝛious king, wee are come vnto pour Yighnes, acs 
knowledging that wee are vnwozthie of ante longer 
life, by reaſon we haue bin moſt vniuſt and rebellious 
ſubiects,and vn woꝛthie that ſo gracious and merti⸗ 
full a pʒince ſhould open his mouth vnto vs, neuer⸗ 
theles, moſt mighty king. had it not bin thꝛough wic- 
ked perſwaſtons, we had neuer yelvded to holde on ſo 
curſed a ſide, but with whome perſwaſtons could not 
pꝛeuaile, they vſed meanes foinfo2ce, being well aſs 
ſured that they holde the moſt parte by conſtraint, 
whoſe bodies being encloſed within the ſtonie walls 
of paris haue euerie daie their heartes in folded with 
their king, conſidering within what ſmall compas 
there is fode inough with fanour and gentlenes to be 
gotten, and pet they be at the point of death euen foz 
a ſmall quantitie of bꝛead, that may with their eyes 
doholde enen plentie among beaſts while they them⸗
